eromeot, as it fortuwe seconded the efforts of 
pature, was no less mild than that of the cli. 
maie, aed the Iutter might be assumed as ao 
imperfect emblem of the effects of the former. 
Could any sta'e be more eaviable than that of 
the inhabitan'sot L: pari ? could any island be 
more suited than this for the throne of the 
Crpran@acen? ft was, indeed, antural that 
Love sould bere fix his habicatcon; but con'd 
evarct be found io a state like this? Alas! 
where nia isfouod, the vices of men will fol. 
dow, dae wolves will still pursue the track of 
their prey. 

The wealth of the inhabitants, ke chat of 
ether islanders, arose from their traffic ; and 
the merchaats of Lipsra were scarcely less 
kuown than those of Venice. The most suc- 
cessful, and therefore che rcbe t, of this class 
of men, was a trader of the mame of Lysima- 
eho, The harbours of Lipart was crowded 
with hs vessels; and, as if he set fortune at 
defianer, serrvcely a wiad could blow which 
did not either fizsten the arrival, or facilitate 
the desired departure of some one er other of 
hisnamerous thips, The wealth of Lysima- 
chas, though str! insuffic ent to satisfy hime f 
Was tw proportion to this exteat and suce ss of 
bis trade. His credit was not confined to the 
Barrow limits of his mative island; bis loans 
Were sought, end his securities accep'ed by 
the princes aod states of Buroge. The family 
of Medici, at that period the fictors of the 
world, and whose princely maguificence gave 
few digaity to trailic, did not enjoy a reputa- 
tion more geacral, or better establisbud. This 
wu enough to satisfy any reasuaable desires ; 
bat the tirst of overice 1s net confined with- 
in the lirorts of oature ; Lysimachus was ava. 
He'dus, and the accemulated riches of Euro; e 
and the lnuics would have been une quil to bis 
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to the enjoyment of aay other pleasure than 
what regards che gratification of its uwa appe- 
tite. Lysimaches possessed a treasure of more 
value (bae his almost boundless wealth ; and 
had he aut beea thus blinded by his predomi- 
Heat passion, had his avarice aut supeoded the 
f-elings of oxture, be would have felt and ac- 
know!ledged its superior worth: Lysimachus 
had a daughter, of which a father lke himself 
was uoworthy, The name of this lady was 
Gostanza, ber beauty, though superior to that 
of mostof ber sex, was her jeast recomimen4 
tion: all the mild and geatle graces, which 
are the proper attributes of women, were to 
be found tu ber. 

The extent of the tr fic of Lysimochus te- 
quired the service of aany clerks aud assist 
suts. There was one above activity end ia- 
genuity was more singulor than that of bos 
companions; the name of this) outh was Mar- 
tuccio. 

Martuecio, whose situation in the hotse of 
Lysimachus, gave him frequ. ot opportuni tes 
of the society aud couversstiva of Goxianza, 
could Bot be menuble to her saperin bean y> 
and felt it in a manner saved toh pou h and 
amorous Qature, He was not, boweter, 5! ed 
to the diifereuce of (heir cons tioms; and the 
ruling passion of Lys macnus, which was an 
uubounded thirst fur gaia, was af tusurareurt- 
able barner to the success of hy sui, The 
rash confilen.e of youth, however, taspired 
Lopes; and. fading that his asteduties were 
not displeasing to Govcanay, he took a 6, aedy 
opportunty tor deciaring himsef, Que day 
he followed ber, unobserved, tanto the gardeu, 
whisher she had retired aftr dimacr, She en- 
tered a grove of pones, ated sat down on a seat 
ig the thickest obscurcy of the wood She 
hada luce in ber baad, which she touched aitn 
am st rep'urous effect, and then accompra:
